1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a method or device for controlling a damping force of a 
damper, wherein a temperature compensation factor in the form of a scale factor as a function of 
an operating temperature and a relative velocity of the damper is determined.
